THE EXODUS. 
WHY THE NEGROES LEAVE NORTH CAROLINA. 
Gpectal Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Wasurmeron, D. C., Dec. 21.—Notwithstand- 
ing the Democrats at the home of Gov. Heu- 
dricks, in Indiana, seem to de organizing to do 
violence to the negroes who have arrived from 
North Carolina to make their homes itn what 
they supposed isa free Northern State, infor- 
mation received here from the South shows that 
the North Carolina exodus has only just begun. 
Daniel Webster Voorhees will find witnesses 
enough to testify before his Investigating Com- 
mittee, and among those who will be the fore- 
most and the most fearless will be 
the more intelligent of these colored 
emigrants themselves. There is now a 
considerable number of them dere, and 
the story that follows, which is told by one of 
them, is a fair illustration of the experience of 
all. Mr. C. W. Scott, of Goldsboro, N. C.,a 
prominent colored man, and one of the first to 
begin the exodus to Indiana, said to-night that 
the movement bad its origin with the colored 
citizens alone. A number of them can read, 
and when the newspapers containing accounts 
of the emigration from Louisiana and Missis- 
sippi to Kansas reached them they created 
much excitement. Meetings were called, and 
Scott attended the first of these held at t he 
Court-House in Goldsboro. 

THERE Was NO ATTEMPT AT SECRECY. 
Agents were selected to visit the promised 
land, and the reports brought back were so fa- 
vorabie that the desire to emigrate became gen- 
eral. The choice of Iudiaus as a stopping-place 
was, Mr. Scott saya, purely accidenta). A party 
of emigrants stopped at Indianapolis, on their 
way to Kansas, because they were out of money. 
They were kindly received, and obtained em- 
ployment at good wages. Without delay word 
came back to North Carolina that In- 
diana was quite as good a 0olace 
as Kansas, and only half as far away 
from home; and this is why they 
are now all looking toward that State. ‘I have 
just been there,“ added Mr. Scott, and I am 
very much gratified and surprised. 1 never saw 
such a country on topof ground. White peo- 
ple live there, and they are superior to our 
North Carolina aristocracy. The men have 
something better to do than to sit on store- 
boxes and whittle them to pieces during the 
day, and whip a nigger or outrage bis daughter 
or wife at night; and such corn and hogs 1 
never saw in my life. It is certainly the place 
to go.” Mr. Scott says 

THE CAUSE OF THE EXODUS 

is td be attributed to the bard conditions of life 
in North Carolina. The laws regulating rents 
of farms are so drawn as to give the colored 
man no chance to make himself whole, no mat- 
ter how hard he may work. The end of the 
year finds him as destitute as at the beginning. 
Tne slightest infraction of the letter of the law, 
to the extent of taking a pea-pod without a per- 
mit trom the land-owver,sends the poor, starving 
culprit to the Penitentiary. “Thirteen years 
of freedom,” says Mr. Scott, “has proved to 
us that we cannot thrive where the laws are 
designed for our oopression. It is the intention 
to keep us poor. We hear white men evers day 
avouching this as the intention of the laws. The 
labor-contract law is an infamous instrument of 
proscription, and makes the white employer the 
virtual master of the black who was bis slave.“ 
Scott predicts that the exodus to Indiana is but 
just begun, and within five years he thinks 
North Carolina will be left to the whites alone, 
who have not, in his opinion, energy and spirit 
enough to 

TO KEEP THEMSELVES FROM STARVING. 

He never knew until he came North what stal- 
wart white manhood was. Having seen it, the 
faise aristucracy of the whites of his section in- 
spires him with deep disgust. He says that the 
whites have thus far made no opposition to the 
exodus, but since he left home he has received 
letters from hie wife warning him that threats 
have been made against his life if he persisted 
jn making a favorable report of what he has 
seen in Indiana and Kansas. Scott, who seems 
to be a resolute man, says be 
feels anxious for his wife and sons, 
but is not himself afraid, and will call a meet- 
ing as soon as he reaches bome, and tell his peo- 
ple the whole truth. He is confident that thou- 
anus of negroes can obtain comfortable homes 
in indiana, whence, after a few years, they may 
emigrate to Kansas with money enovgh to 
buy small farms. He has promised parties in 
Indiana to bring twenty-five stave cutters and 
forty coal mmers when he returns, which he 
hopes to do ſu a few weeks. When asked if he 
would testify before the Voorhees Committee, 
soon to go to North Carolina, he said that 
NOTHING WOULD PLEASE HIM BETTER. 

“YT can give them facts that will make them 
sick,” said be, “and I will back every as- 
sertion by proofs. Tes, I can give them a bit 
of disgracetul bistory right trom our own 
town.” Scott says he will leave North Caro- 
lina him self just as soon as he can dispose of 
his little property, for which he has paid very 
dear. Nothing could induce him to stay in the 
State after that. Scott talked for more than an 


} bour with great frankness, though he seemed 


the man that a dozen of them would sot face in 
the day. There are only a few emigrants bere 


and sold, when they will leave in large numbers. 
Their experiment last summer bas taught them 
that it is necessary to be equipped with geri 
and staft for the journey.” A secret organiza- 
tion, numbering over 5,000 persons, exists in 
Louisiana, the object of which is to promote the 
exodus to Kansas. 


PUBLIC LANDS. 
CODIFYING THES LAWS. 
Mpecial Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Wasuinoton, D. C., Dec. 31.—The Commis- 
sion appointed to codify existing Jaws relating 
to the public land system in the West is finisb- 
ing its work as rapidly as possible. The work 
has been divided among sub-committees of the 
Commission in order to facilitate the classifica- 
tion of materials. The scope ot the work has 
necessarily been large, embracing a thorough 
examination into the laws relating to the home- 
steads, mining claims, irrigation, pasturage, 
timber protection, and the numerous other 
interests forming part of the great land questions 
affecting the immense area of the Mississippi 
River. The Commission has visited all of 
these Western States and Territories, and bas 
taken avast amount of testimony by lawyers, 
farmers, and miners touching their special in- 
terests. 

THE WORK HAS BEEN DIVIDED 

into three parts, namely: the classification of 
existing laws relating to public lands; the ciassi- 
fication and survey of public lands; and their 
recommendation to Congress of such a method 
of disposing of the public lands to settlers as 
will open them up most rapidly to cultivation. 
There are now more than 4,000 laws on the stat- 
ute book relating to public lands. These 
must be examined for the purpose of 
condensing them into a manageabie form 
by striking out those which are obsolete and 
consolidating others where the object to be 
attained is the same. This part of the work is 
far the most important, and the most onerous, 


and the members of the Commission are en- 


gaged upon it now, holding daily sessions. 
They have until July vext to complete the 
work, but they are sufficiently advanced in it to 
be able in a few months to make certain recom- 
mendations to Congress. In making these 
recom mendations the Commission will act upon 
the advice of a vast number of men well quali- 
fied to speak on these matters. 


THE CURRENCY. 
AN EASTSEN HARD-MONEY MAN’S VIEWS, 
Specta: Disvatch to The Tribune 

Wasumeron, D. C., Ded. 20.—Representative 
Walbridge Field, of Boston, one of the most 
pronounced of the hard-money men in New 
England, in the course of an extended interview 
on the financial situation, makes the comments 
which follow upon the recommendations of the 
Secretary of the Treasury and of the President: 
To strike out at one blow without any warn- 
ing the legal-tender quality of more than one 
half the legal-teuder money in circulation might 
be followed by injurious consequences. In good 
times, ‘In such times as these are 
now, in the existinme conditions of trade, 
things might go well enough, but the existing 
condition of trade cannot continue indefinitly.

MUST SOMETIME STOP, 

and panics at any time are likely to arise. Pro- 
vision should be made for such exigencies, and 
if the legai-tender character is taken away by 
legislation it ought to begin at some future 
time, and not begin immediately upon the pas- 
sage of the resolution. Some maintain that it 
should be applicable only in the discharge of 
contracts made after the resolution takes 
ect.“ 

Referring to the case now pending in the 
United States Supreme Court, Mr. Field calls 
attention to the fact that the Supreme Court 
bas already decided this question two different 
ways, and that it 

COULD MAKE NO GREAT DIFFERENCE 
to the country if, in the pending case, it should 
reaffirm one of the conflicting decisions already 
given. Mr. Field says: I am not in favor of 
forcing any decision of the Sapreme Coart of 
the United States on this matter. I bave a 
great dislike to involve the Courts in a decision 
of political questions unless it is actually 
necessary. The Courts are, of course, bound 
to decide an actual case brought before 
them. If that decision involves a decision of 
the constitutionality of a law of Congress, they 
are bound to declare their opinion, and that 
opinion is binding upon the inferior Courts of 
the United States, and has great weight, in- 
deed, with both the Legislative and Executive 
Departments, because most of the actions of 
the Executive and most laws come ultimately to 
have their validity decided before the Courts“ 
— if the Courts declare them invalid, the acts 
0 
BECOME PRACTICALLY VOID;

of the United States should be the general 
supervising oust authority in the United 
States, and, as is well known, Congress some- 
times bas insisted, and the Executive has some- 
times insisted, upun a policy that was thought 
to be unconstitutional by the Supreme Court,

MORMON TRICKS TO EVADE THE LAW.

This petition sete forth that Mr. Can- 
non, féstead of attempting to persuade the 
Mormons to abandon polygamy, as they 
allege he at one time promised to do,

THE WASHINGTON POSTMASTER.

Clephane was an old-time Abolitionist, 
and a Republican bere where it cost sometbing

erations a great stream of song, and of 
heart-moving laugbter; so that to-day Irelan 
presents the spectacie of being the saddest and 
happiest island marked out in the geography of 
our race. When the irish peasantry are depead- 
ing upon the issue of one single crop in the 
field, and when a blight from the sky micbt 
come and take the food from nt and chiid, 
yet. will they all beof cheer even be- 
yond the cheer of the adjoining land, which 
used to be called “ Merry and.” Out of 
Ireland song, and uence, laughter, and 
romance have steadily for a hundred 
years like perfumes, rising up from beds of 
irampled thyme. ‘lhe verses of Tom Moore 
alone are more than equal fn pathos and fn their 
stores of real joy to all that Homer ever com- 

And if, as it is not to be questioned, 
each great poet is a type of his race, then what 
a richness of being of both mind and heart has 
been the property of Ireland as the slow genera-: 
tions have passed along! What a deep principle 
of happiness God must have created in the soul 
of man, that not even the calamities of such a 
nature could eliminate it from the spirit or even 
abate much of its mighty pulsations. Difficult 
as it may be to solve the brobiem of sorrow iu 
our world, if we look patiently we can ver- 

eis some great law beneath man 

that bears him along toward joy or contentment, 
moderate or profound. 

Having voted the general drift of all human 
life toward joyousness, let us mark what a 
quantity of this bappinese has collected about 
the word Christmas. ‘ihe nebular theory of the 
universe may well come in bere as an illustra- 
tion. It is either known or fabied that what 
we call worlds, or planets, or suns are places 
where the universally distriduted star-dust has 
formed itself into compact masses. As foam 
whirling in the eddies of a stream gathers itself 
into a round mass at length, and seems a solid 
island, so the philosophers of Nature say our 
earth made itself by whirling around in the vast 
eddy of space where the star-~<dust floated. They 
say that this delicate dust is still raining down 
upon our ci and that if a mirror were 
laid face ups fo the extreme confines 
of our atmosphere, you could, after «a 
few vears, trace your name in the world-powder 
on its hed surface. Be this nebular theory 
fact or fancy in he material world, it is at least 
fact in the moral world, for here we see this 
golden dust of pleasure gathering itself into 
beautiful worlds,—into persons, into weeks, and 
into days. The ancient states early began to 
concentrate much of their social life, their calls, 
their gift-making, into those days which ended a 
year, and which n a new outlook tn Nature. 

n the more southern latitude where these an- 
nual festivities began, two or three thousand 
years ago, the s;:.rmg stood nearer to the first of 
the year than it comesin our nortbheru lands, 
and when in the close of December the sun 
turned to come back to Italy, and 
ali that Mediterranean coast, spring verdure 
and loveliness was soon to reappear. Hope 
in hearts young and old sprang up, and a new 
world was seeo like John’s Jerusalem coming 
down from God out of Heaven. Into that week 


| which lay between the dead flowers and the new 


ones, into that week which erased ail old sor- 
rows and filled the page with new hopes, the hap- 
piness of each house and each person carried 
itself. After Christ came and filled the hearts 
of thousands with His image and His disposi- 
tion, these followers gave the name of the 
Divinity to this joyful season, and, thus named. 
it has come onward to us. Christmas is a world 
of jovfulness, made out of that rich joy-dust 
that has been floating through space ever singe 
man began to smile and laugh on these shores,— 
ever since revealed a disposition to re- 


gifts. 

But such alofty being as this Christ could 
pot express all the details of this sehtiment. 
He could be the divinity of that infinit love 
which permeates the day; He could stand as 
the embiem of any quantity of benevolence and 
brotherly love, tut the heart reacted against 
placing any garlands around this divine fore- 
head except those of a most dignified affection 
and charity. We may well all be glad that no 
painter or sculptor has pictured the Christ as 
smiling, much less as moved to laughter, for 
his work was so heavy and so solemn, and bis 
death was to be so early and go tragic, that no 
expression could ever have been acceptable to 
the human heart, in a portrait of Jesus, except 
that of calm sadness. He was too heroic and. 
divine to cembdiain. He was :herefore peaceful, 
but He was also too care-leden and labor-ladea 
to make lightness a quality of His countenance. 
Upon the face of one bearing the 
world’s sin and griefs and appointed unto 
death, we ask for the outlines not of a child’s 
pleasure, bat of a hero’s patieuce and change- 
less determination. Obrist, therefore, is the 
best emblem of all the broad und deep charity 
and blessedness of that week on whose flowery, 
border we stand; but our ancestors founad other 
forms and faces less divine upon which to bang 
the Christmas gifts and from whom to expect 
the merry laughter. Christianity invented some 
and appropriated others. It found an embodi- 
ment of fun and laughter in that ideal dressed 
in furs, with the diamond-dust of snow sprink- 
led all over his head and beard. In his vast coat 
be could carry the playthings fora continent 
full of children; from bis mirseulous sicigh be 
could replenish bis overevat. He could, from 
that wholesale . supply bis strange ro- 
tail department. His reindeer, telling us that 
he came from the North, were swift as the winds 
and incapable of wearin | 

If we parents should displace this fancy from 
the minds of our children, being unwilling to 
be parties to such a delusion, we would better 
first teach the young beart what the myth 
stands tor in the realm of the real: that it 
means that thereis love in the world for all 
good ebildren; that it will come from both man 
and from God; will come borne by feet and 
wings that will never grow weary; it will come 
softly as the snow of winter; it will come to 
them in their waking bourse and in their deepest 
sleep; when we have tanght them in this then 
we may ask them to dismiss the treat merry 
man with the sleigh. One may safely dismiss 
any legend in the Bible or profane records after 
the world has learned the spiritual meaning 
that lay beneath the symbols, When the inner 
temple is done the scaffolding may be removed. 

In addition to this ideal from the North, the 
early Catholic Church calied to its aid one trom 
the th. In Asia Minor in the fourth century 
there lived a Bishop of great benevolence. To 
bless others was his supreme delight. Like his 
Master he went about doing good. His own 
money he stored away only that in fitting bours 
of some one’s great need he might go to his 
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‘which made the ages dark.

roves of song, through all the haunts of the 

fuses, and through the galleries of art. Is 
was the peculiar sentiment of Christ that trans- 
formed Homer into Dante, and Virgil and 
Horace into Milton, which gave us a religious 
Tennysoa, and a Cowper, and. a Whittier for 
those who played upon the classic harp. Thus 
have Christianity and literature cast their 
blessed light upon each other for many genera- 
tions, and each is ter because the other bas 
walked at its side. It is said mat oar sunlight 
is pot greatest when it has be sky ali to itself, 
when all is a deep blue around it; but, when great 
white clouds are floating on all sides, then is he 
light greatest, for to all the direct lieht there is 
added the sheén reflected down to earth from 
the. mirrors of many silver clouds. io such 
bours so room is dark; even viants in the cellar 
catch the wished-for rays. So Christianity is not 
most powerful when, as in the Middle Ages, she 
has the human mind and soul all to herself. In

Should a heism gird itself for a conversion of 
the world to its great negation, difficult indeed 
would be the task! The happiness inboro in the 
spirit will revel; the slaves who feel chat their 
emancipation came from me genius of Christian- 
ity; the slaves who sang on a Christmas Day 
these words:

CHRIST’S RESURRECTION. 
THE REV. J. MONRO GIBSON 
continued his course of Bible readings at Far- 
well Hail yesterday afternoon, taking for his 
subject tne Resurrection of Christ, and speak- 

ing as follows: ° 

So far we have been considering the miracles 
of the Gospel ina general way; and we bave 
found that they come before us in such a man- 
ner as to merit a candid and urprejudiced hear- 
ing. While fully admitting the improbability 
of isolated marvels or of wonderful stories con- 
nected with names entitled to no especial con- 
sideration, we contend that it is entirely dif- 
ferent with the deeds of mercy attributed to 
Jesus of Nazareth,—that ft is not only not im- 
probabie, but in the highest degree to be ex- 
pected, that such a one as He claimed to be, 
especially since His claim is so fully borne out 
by the transcendent excellence of His character 
and upapproachable wisdom of His teaching, 
should exhibit superhumau powers in action as 
in word. Therefore, we ought by all means to 
approach the evidence which ig furnished for 
the miracle in detail without that overwhelm- 
ing prejudice against it which would be justi- 
fable if the person in whose favor it was ad- 
duced was either a weak or wicked, or even a 
quite ordinary man. We ask no prejudice in 
favor of the claim; but we do think it is but 
right that prejadice against it should be dis- 
missed, 

Harm time only to take up one of the mira- 
cles, we choose the resurrection, chiefly because 
it is waiversally accepted as the seal of all the 
rest. Once believe that Jesus rose from the 
dead Himself, and it will not be hard to believe 
that He did almost any other wonderful thing. 
We might, indeed, conceive of a person who was 
thoroughly convinced of the resurrection hesi- 
tating or suspending his judgment in relation 
to one ortwoof the miracles recorded in the 
Gospels,—tie Cursing of the fig-tree, for ſo- 
stance, or the destruction of the swine in the 
region of Gadara; but the great mass of the mir- 
acies, the bealing of the sick. giving sight to the 
biind, hearing to the deaf, strength to the pal- 
sied, and even life to the dead, would seem so 
nat ural on the part of One who was 80 man- 
festly the conqueror of Death as to present no 
difficulty at all. Connected with its importance, 
there is another advantage in singling out the 
resurrection. 

Inasmuch as ft is felt to be the citadel, it has 
been more desperately assailed than any o her. 
ingenuity has exhausted itself in efforts to un- 
dermiue its evidences; and accord ogly here, if 
anywhere, we know that the very worst thatcan 
be said us bas been said. It is the very 
thick of the fight; and, if we can stand bere, 
we need not be afraid to go anywhere. 

At the outset we are confronted with the un- 
questionable tact of the ananinous testimony 
of tne Aposties and early Obristians. ali that 
remains of the uncanonival as well as the canon- 
ical writings bears witness to this fact. There 
was no division among the Christians in this re- 

They all united in this testimooy, and 
some of them maintained it through the se- 
verest persecution, and at last sealed it with 
their blood. it may be well to notice at 
stage be unfair use that is sometimes made of 
the doubts which many of the Disciples hed at 
the first. Remarking on the statement in Matt., 
xxviil., 17, mat some doubted, Judge ooch 

vs: Who and how many doubted? What 
did they doubt? Why did they doubt? If the 
chosen Disciples dou when the 
their own eves. a6 stated by this 
not be pardoned for doubting?” 
the question. Why did they doubt!” we have 
only to say 2 it was because they

When 
once the idea of intentional falsehood is dis- 
missed everything that is said on the one side 
or me o'her must of course be ‘Consistent with 
the admitted fact that these men believed them- 
selves what they said. The hyodchesis of fraud 
de u éxcluded, only two possible supposttions 
romain,—vizZ.: reality god .imegination. If 
pot a fraud the resu must have 
been either a fact or a fancy. We 
are trying it we can get away from the fact of it. 
Let us, then, try he ber fancy will secount f 
it. Could it have’ been a dDellacination? To 
test tais supposition, consider, how many 
must have been under the same lucitiation. 
One person may think he sees something, while 
what he eves js only in hu imagina‘ion. Bat is 
it usual to flu two persons whose hallucina- 
tions shal! so exactly correspond that their tes- 
timony will agree as to what mer saw! Did 
you ever hear of twelve persons that Were ‘so 
deceived dy their cyes all at he same, time and 
exactly im the same manner! There ts not such 
a case in all history. It is absolutely without a 
parallel. And yet there must have deen far 
more than twelve go deluded, for there were 
the women besides, and the other Disciples, of 
whom there were 120 in Jerusalem, to say noth- 
ing of the 500 (probably of the Galilean Dis- 
¢ ples) to whem che Apostle Paul refers lo his 
letter to the Coriothiens. Consider nert what 
Bort of people they were. We have the writings 
of some of them, and we have such information 


. about others as gives us some insight into 


their character. Read Matthew’s Gospel, and. 
see if vou think him 4a lonary 
kind of mau. Study the characters of Peter, 
James, John, and Thomas, and see if you think 
them just the kind of people to surrender them- 
selves to a foolish delusiog. Consider next in 
what state of mind they were. Were they ex- 
pecting a resurrection! Not one of them. Even 
the faithful women did not expect it. And as 
for the Tweive, hey bad all forsaken Him and 
fled when He was crucified, and when they 
talked to one another about him it was in this 
wise: “We trusted that it had been He that 
should have redeemed Israel, but“ He is dead 
aud buried, and it is all over. Evidently not 
one of them was ſu a state of mind favorable to 
hallucination. . Consider, finally, what must 
have been the extent of the haliucination, and 
you will find that it would be almost ipcredible 
that even a single person,; however visionary 
and however wrought up with expectation, 
shauld be the subject of ft. For it was not only 
a single sight of Him, or a single interview. 
There was repeated intercourse for the space of 
forty days. During that time every conceiy- 
able confirmation was given. Ther saw Him, 
they heard Him, they touched Him, they 
walked with Him, ‘hey taiked with 
Him, they ate with Him, they 
reported and recorded the very words He said, 
and these words are just as much marked by 
heavenly wisdom grace as. His recorded 
words before His death. Can you conceive of 
any fuller evidences that could have been given 
of the fact of His resurrection? Remember 
bere that it will not do to sey we have only heir 
own statements for all this, for all that is to take 
refuge in the exploded supposition of fraud, 
It is a very common thing for an infidel to get 
up a supposition like this when argued out of 
it, and then quietly resort to it again when 
pressed m another quarter. Consider, then, 1 
say, not only the number of persons, and the 
kiod of persons, and the state of mind in which 
they were at the time, but the extraordia 

extent of the hallucioation, and then say if it 
does not require tenfold more credality to be- 
lieve in the theory of hallacination than in the 
tact of the resurréction. If we bad had only 
the testimon, of Mary we might have supposed 
it was ooly the gardener after all. Or, if a few 
of them had oaly professed to have seen Him 
once, there might have been room for 
mistake. but when they not only 
saw Him but conversed with Him, 
and ate with Him, and verified His 
dentity when doubts came over them, the con- 
viction grows upon you that they could not pos- 
sibly have been all mistaken every time—in the 
upper chamber,oa the road, at the table, by 


the side of the lake tn broad daylight—for the. 


space of forty days. The more you examine 
the more you see bow vain it is to attempt to 
explain the fects of the case by hallucination. 
Does this conclude the case for the resurrec- 
tion? It could oot bave been fraud; it couid 
not have been fancy; must it not then have 
been fact? Seem so.' And yet, in all fairness, 


it must be couceded that modern infidelit t does, 


not allow these three to igclude all supposable 
eases. A fourth alternative bas been devised 
which ie neither fraud, nor fact, nor fancy; but 
a mixture of fact and fancy, with perhaps a lit- 
tle grain of fraud in it to help its probability. 
We refer to the mythical theory. e have al- 
ready scen reasons for rejecting it, as applied to 
the miracles in general. But it may be. well 
also to consider how it apoliesto the resurrec- 
tion {a particular. 

Let us first get a clear conception of how it 
differs from the disproved theory of fraud and 
of fancy. The idea is this, that those who were 
conversant with the geoeral facts, without any 
intention of deceiving, simply exaggerated them 
a little, astenthusiastic disciples are likely to do. 
And when the story came to be told to next 
generation, it would be a — eo larger 
story than it was at first; and so on. and 80 on, 
till in a perfectly natural wav, without any in- 
tentional fraud, but simply by the process of 

uite natural development, all the wonders of 
resurrection story came to the front. Now, 
it is true that wonderful stories have developed 
in this way in wariy ages of the world, es- 
pecialiy in the ency...of nations, and in gre- 
historic times. ery one koows, of course, 
that the Jewish nation Was not by apy means in 
its infancy, that the time were not prehistoric, 
and that the condi in general were not fa- 
vorable to the ¢ of myths, least of all 
of such a myth as the resurrection, seeing 
that one of the two great parties who 
alternately beld the reins of power (the Sad- 
ducees, I mean) had as the principal part of 
their olattorm a denial of any resurrection, 
and would, of course, see to it chat any such 
myth in the process of formation was promptly 
éxvloded. But leaving these considerations, 
and many others (for an excellent presentation 
of them see Christlieb, “ Modern Doubt and 
Christian Belief,” Sec. VI.). let me simoly call 
your attention to one cireumstance which 
renders the mythical explanation of the resur- 
rection story focredible. It is a certain fact that 
the resurrection story not grow up dy 
gradusi accretions, from generation to genera- 
tion, but was firmly believed and fully teught 
by Christian teachers while many of the orginal 
witnesses were still living. When first the 
mythical theory was propounded the attempt 
was made to push the Gospels far down tnto the 
second century soas to leave a considerable 
number of intervening. generations, and 80 
afford time for the myths to grow, 
These attempts have failed.

BLOWING A GALE. 


Heavy Storm Prevailing on Lake Michigan 

r Matters at Milwau- 

’ Gpectal Diapatch to The Tridune. 

Mnwauzzz, Dec. 21.—A southeast gale, 
which has since developed into the most severe 
storm of the season, set in at an early hour this 
morning. At 8 a. m. the wind-gauge st the 
signal observatory indicated twenty-four miles 
per hour; at 6a. m., twenty-six miles; at 9a. 
m., thirty-two miles; at 10 a.m., thirty-four 
miles; at 11 a. m., forty miles; at 12 m., forty- 
eight miles. During the afternoon the velocity 
averaged about thirty miles per hour, 
while to-night it bas again increased to 
between thirty-five and forty miles. 
Througbout the day the air was 
filled with a cutting sleet, which to-nieht has 
changed to snow. On Lake Michigan the storm 
has simply been tarrific. The steam-barge R. 
J. Hackett left for Grand Haven at 7 a. m., but 
could make no headway after getting outside of 
the bay, and put about. She was done three 
hours. The Northern Transit Line propeller 
City of Toledo started for Ludington shortly 
after the Hackett. She did not return, and, un- 
less refuge was sought at Sheboygan or Mani- 
towoc, bas had a desperate experience. The 
Northern Transit propeller Champlain bas 
not yet arrived here from Port 
Huron. The Garden City and Nashua, of 
the same line, reached here from Ludington at 
8 a. m. The craft in port, weather-bound, are 
the steam-barges Hackett and Crippin, schoon- 
ers Belle Laurie, Little Georgie, and the scow 
Gladiator. 

The propeller Lawrence, which loaded with 
corn st Chicago, and was to take a deck-load of 


flour bere, bas not arrived. She may have run 
by this port in the snow-storm this morning.

Iowa Crrr, Ia., Dec. 19.—Within the last three

ou say **the Poncas, who have never lifted their 
hands against the whites, who were peacefully ti!!- 
ing their farms and building their shops, school- 
houses, and churches, and who were better citi- 
zens than most of their white neighbors, are ro- 
morselesly deprived of their property and accumu- 
lations. and ordered off to the distant Indian Ter- 
ritory. 

Now that ie a bold statement, containing much 
less truth than error. 

It is true that no one now living in the neigh bor- 
hood of their homes can say that they ever raised 
their hands against the whites” to kill, but in the act 
of thievery, general and promiscuous, they would 
be able to discount the most expert of your light- 
fingered gentlemen of Chicago. It ius also true that 
they have been sent to the Indian Territory. Every 
other statement in the above quotation from your 
editorial comments is untrue.

The General Absolutely Refuses to 
Discuss the Question of the 
Presidency. 


Speculations of the Knowing Ones— 
Varying Views as to His Strength 
as a Candidate. 


Queer People Fawning at His Feet 
Motives Back of His Desire fer 
a Third Term. 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Dec. 19.—This has been 
a dismal day, and Grant has rested, saying that 
be awaited the Committee (witha grim look). 
Gen. Alfred Torbert, of Delaware, who was 
Sheridan’s secoud in command in the Shevan- 
doab Valley, and Gen. Grant’s Consul to Paris, 
Das bad several conversations with Grant. He 
says that be understands that the General will 
eat his Christmas dinner privately at Ed Beale’s, 
in Washington, and da thinks he will depart 
about New-Year’s for the South.

The Coldest Town in the World. 
Bucyrus Journal. 

Here it may relieve us when the mercury has 
crept into the nineties, to think of a town which 
Humboldt and other travelers have pronounced 
the coldest on the globe. This is Jakutsk (or 
Yakootsk), chief town of the province of that 
name m Eastern Siberia, on the left bank of the 
River Lena, 62 degrees 1 minute nort loogi«: 
tude 119 degrees 44 minutes east, and distant 
from St. Peters 5,951 miles. The ground 
remains continually frozen to the depth of 300 
feet, except in midsummer, when it thaws three 
feet at the surface. During ten days in August 
the thermometer mares 85 degrees, but from 
November to February it rauges from 42 to 68 
degrees below zero, and the river is solid ice for 
nine mont us out of the twelve. The entire in- 
dustry of the place—population 5,300—is com- 
prised in candle-works, and yet it is the orinci- 
pal market of Eastern Siberia for craffic witn 
the hunting tribes of the Buriats. The former, 
mostly nomadic, having large berds of horses 


and cattle, bring to market butter. which is sent 


on horseback to the port of Okbotsk. ‘The Bu- 
also nomadic, bring quantities of skins 
of sables, foxes, martens. hares, squirrels, and 
the like, and many of them are sold at the great 
fair lx Jane, which, with May, is the active 
period of the year. In May the collected goods 
are conveyed to the ses ports, whence they are 
sent in every direction. merchandise, 
chiefly furs and mammoth tusks, sold at fairs, 
amount in value to 400,000 rubles ($300,000).

How the Scheme Was Discovered by 
Special-Agent Stuart.

rested---His Release on Bail. 


At about 11 o’clock yesterday morning, while 
the corps of from sixty to seventy letter-carriers 
were at work in their department in the base- 
ment of the new Post-Office build ng, consider a- 
bie consternation was caused by a very sudden 
and patuful disturbance of che prevailing peace. 
The parties to the discordant episode were 
Special-Agent J. E. Stuart and 

LETTER-CABRIER ROBBRT A. COBY, 

and the terribly ferce struggie which they ear- 
ried on for the possession of a few pieces of 
white paper in the hands of the latter seemed 
all out of proportion to the value of the opject 
in dispute. There was a marked disparity, too, 
in the size of the combatants, the Special Agent 
being a light-weight of about 120 pounds, while 
Coey, who isa man of about 25. and of very robust 
and muscular build, turns the scale at about 
190 pounds. Mr. Stuart, however, made up in 
vim what he lacked in weight, and, with one of 
his musculer hands tichtening op his victim’s 
throat and the other causing bim considerable 
trouble elsewhere, he brought his man to terms, 
and, having taken the papers from Coey’s hands, 
led him into the officc of the Superintendent of 
Carriers, locked the door behind him, and re- 
mained closeted with his prisoner for some 
time, while the minds of the rest of the carriers 
and other Post-Office authorities were rent with 
a hundred curious speculations as to the cause 
of the trouble. 

News of the affair reached the office of Tus 
TRIBUNE sbortiy after its occurrence, and a re- 
porter was sent to interview Special-Agent Stu- 
art upon the matter. Said the Special — 

Ine matter is simple enough. I made the 
arrest of Letter-Carrier Coey to-day, whom I 
detected in the act of

“Certainly. For some time past we have 
been greatly puzzled over repeated case: of 
theft occurring in the mail taken from the Post- 
by the carriers. For mentis we have been 
on the lookout for the criminal, adopting the 
usual means for deceiving bim. but without suc- 
cess. During this time our suspicions fastened al- 
ternately updo — — of men, but time showed 
that they were unfounded, though the fact was 
clear that the thefts complained of occurred in 
the malis which they carried out. 1 had 
just about made up my mind that the thefts 
in the Post-Office building, when evi- 
dence came to hand which proved to meg that 
such was the case. A number of le 
rom different parts of the city complained that 
THEIR MAIL HAD BEEN TAMPERED WITH. 
Their letters and contents had arrived safely, but 
the envelopes iuciosing them were not such as 
they usualiv received, and the handwriting 
thereon did not correspond with the written 
mat ter inside. Half adozen of these envelopes 
I retained, and, after comparing them, found that 
they were of the same size and manuiacture, 
and that the addresses upon them, though at 
first glance of different h iwndwriting, were writ- 
ten by the same person, who had ised his 
penmanship very successfully. Last Friday 1 
started upon the long and tedious task of com- 
paring the disguised handwriting upon these half- 
dozen envelopes with that contained in the 
receipt-beoks of the carriers,—some seventy in 
numer. It seemed a fruitiess task. ord 
after word on envelope and book-page I com- 
pared critically, but could find no trave of re- 
semblance that promised the faintest clew. 
Yesterday’s labors resulted in disappointment, 
but, with the energy of despair, I determined 
to devote the whole night to further examina- 
tion. I may say, before I go any further, that 
Coey was one of the last men I would have sus- 
— Finally, I came to compare me ad- 
ressed envelopes with the writ.og in his book, 
and at 5 o’clock this morning 
I DISCOVEBED MY CLEW, 


and here it is.’’ 

As Mr. Staart spoke be drew the reporter’s 
attention to an envelope addressed to a party 
on Wabash avenue and to some of Coey’s hand- 
writing on the fly-leaf of his book. where be had 
written his name with the words ‘*Chica- 
go, III.“ beneath it. The clew lay 
in the almost identical manner ja which 
abbreviation III.“ was written in both 
places. In his natural handwriting Coey’s cap- 
ital “I” began with a circular flourish and 
turned up from the bottom without a cur! to the 
left, as the letter is generally made. In all the 
addressed envelopes save one, the capital “1” 
lacked tne initial flourish, but bad the flual turn, 
and the disguise in them was complete. In the 
ove, however, which furnished the clew the “1” 
was formed in exactly the same manoer as those 
in Coey’s book. 

“ Having satisfied myself that Coey was my 
man, I went to the Uarriers’ Department of the 
Post-Office this morning, and, bay.ug placed m 1 
self in a corner where I could survey the whole 
premises without fear of detection, awaited de- 
velopments. ‘he distributors were busily at 
work sorting out the letters into the carriers’ 
boxes, and from sixty to seventy carriers were 
preparing togo on their morning rounds, 

WHEN OOBY CAME IN 

I watched him closely. He took off his over- 
coat and bat, laid them down, and then took 
off his gloves and placed ‘hem ina pigeon-hole 
in which I noticed there were already a number 
of smaii-sized, white enveloves. Once or twice 
I saw bim, sbortly after a visit paid to the boxes 
ot other carriers, retire from the room for a 
short time, but ere was not sufficient ground 
in this for me to take action. Finally he ao- 
proached the place where be bad put his gloves. 
lifted them from the pigeon-nole, and took a 
couple of envelopesfrom it. He then moved 
over to table where the carriers do what writ- 
ing is necessary in their work, and began digect- 
ing the envelooes. As soon as be had accom- 
plished the work, I rushed upon him and caught 
him by the throat. He succeeded in tearing up 
one of the envelopes, but I got ano ber grip on 
him which male ulm givejup, and,surrendering 
what be bad in his came along quite 
Centlv.“ 

‘he Special Agent then showed the reporter 
what be had found upon bis prisoner. It coa- 
sisted of three letters, two of them the property 
of the Eclipse Sewing-Machine Company, but 
ouly one of which he had opened.

Eight-Hour Leagus is doing, and with no 
immediate prospect of getting the thing 
straightened out. There is a mystery sur- 
rounding the fate of some of the profits of 
last summer’s picnicking, and the present 
uneasiness is with referencé to organizing a 
hunt for the missing money, There were 
many noble and disinterested fingers in the 
picnic pie—tickets sold by eight-hour re- 
formers and no returns ever made; money 
paid to eminent eight-hour orators at the 
rate of $7 to $10 per speech; funds dis- 
-bursed by distinguished eight-hour financiers 
and not a scratch of pen or pencil to show 
to whom or for what paid out. This is why 
the subject of picnics occupies attention at 
this unseasonable time of the year. 


Congressman FI. of Boston, will not be 
suspected of any disloyalty to the principles 
of honest money, but he has the good sense 
to foresee and the independence to declare 
that e demonetization of more- than one- 
half the legal-tender money of the country 
may be followed by the most injurious con- 
sequences. He understands the point which 
the Wall-street organs and Congressmen so 
singularly or so perversely ignore,—viz.: that 
there may be panics in the future as there 
have been in the past history of this coun- 
try, and that a permanent legal-tender fund 
is a wise provision for enabling people to 
pay their debts when the gold shall disap- 
pear. Nor does he share the apprehension 
as to the denial by the Supreme Oourt of the 
constitutionality of the legal-tender clause, 
which Secretary Summa and others cite as 
an excuse for renewing the agitation over 
the currency question. He advances the 
proper view about.the possible interference 
of the Supreme Oourt,—viz.: that it 
should not, and. that it probably will 
not, seek to exercise a general supervising 
and paramount authority in the United 
States, and that it will throw the Burr 
CHITTENDEN case out of court if it shall ap- 
pear as a made-up and fictitious suit. This 
is precisely what the Supreme Court ought 
todo. It is an indignity to the Court that 
two politicians, one a fiatist and the other a 
representative of the gold clique, both agi- 
tators- and extremists, should undertake to 
represent the whole people by raising an 
issue which the people themselves have not 
raised and do not want to raise, This case 
is simply a put-up job”; it should be 
denounced on the part of the people if it 
shall ever come up, and in that event the 
Supreme Court will probably refuse to be a 
party to so transparent a fraud.

HOW TO REVIVE PANIC AND HARD TIMES. 

The New York Times has been less ag- 
gressive than the other Wall-street organs in 
urging the demonetization of greenbacks, 
but its arguments in favor of such a course 
are, if anything, more fallacious than those 
so arrogantly put forward by its fellows. In 
a recent comment upon the speeches of Sen- 
ators Birarp for and Moncan against on 
this ‘subject it says: 

Both sets of arguments ignore the most impor- 
tant features in the existing state of things, -t he 
presence of a forced paper currency subject to the 
arbitrary control of Congress, relieved to a great ex- 
tent from the operation of the ordinary laws of 
finance, and liable at any time to become a power- 
ful disturbing force. To gradually withdraw such 
a currency, leaving its place to de filled 
by gold, or by the issues of the banks, 
redeemable in gold, could not possibly inu- 
terfere with the permanent prosperity 
of the Government. On the contrary, it must 
necessarily greatly strengthen it. Nor could the 
retention of such a currency defend us against any 
disasters which may lie in wait for us, whether 
from a change in the currents of trade, in a failure 
of foreign markets, or, what is much more threat- 
ening, from an undue expansion of credit and of 
operations based on credit. On the contrery, so 
long as we adhere to our present abnormal system, 
so long as we retain 8350, 000, 000. more or jess, 
of paper money, backed by only about one-third 
of that amount in gold, we are constantly inviting, 
first, excessive importations; second. the export 
of gold; and third, the extravagant speculation 
which, in the long run, must result in difficulty, 
and probably in serious depression. ” 

These statements betray either a most 
lamentable lack of reflection or a deliberate 
purpose to misrepresent the facts. 

1. It is not true that the issue of legal- 
tender notes is subject to the arbitrary 
control of Congress, and hence not true 
that itis “liable at any time to become a 
powerful disturbing force.” So long as the 
greenbacks retain their legal-tender function, 
Congress is effectually barred by the Con- 
stitution from increasing their volume be- 
ond the $400,000,000 originally authorized 
by the War emergency, which made them 
„awful money. It is notorious that all 
the schemes of the fiatists and inflationists, 
every project for issuing new greenbacks, 
and the proposition to substitute the le- 
gal-tender notes for National-bank notes, 
have been defeated one after another by 
this immovable condition. Oomgress can 
invent no exigency in time of peace which 
will warrant it in taking arbitrary con- 
trol” of and multiplying the issue of legal- 
tender. But the moment the United States 
notes shall be divested of their legal-tender 
function, then will ensue the very danger 
which the 7tmes erroneously ascribes to the 
present issue. There will then be no con- 
stitutional check upon the plans of 
the inflationiste. Any scheme for internal 
improvements, any successful combination 
of subsidy-beggars, any demagogica!l plan for 
evening the pay of soldiers, such as

This sort of monetary panic may be 
permanently avoided in this country, as 
it has been for more than -forty-six 
years in England through a series of 
commercial reverses, by the wmainte- 
nance of a legal-tender paper fund, available 
for redemption and debt-paying. To enable 
the greenbacks to prop up the currency sys- 
tem of the Nation, their legal-tender funo- 
tions must be preserved, as in the case of 
the Bank of England notes, which have car- 
ried the business public of the British Em- 
pire through every fiscal emergency for 
nearly half a century of resumption. , 

The New York Times foreshadows the in- 
crease of importations and an export of gold. 
This change in the balance of trade is closer 
than it describes. A recent issue of the 
London Economist says: 

**One point in our business relations with the 
United States deserves noting. Itis not unlikely 
that we shall see a change take place in the rela- 

tion between the exports and the imports of that 
country. The enormous and sudden command of 
money resulting from the bountiful harvests re- 
cently reaped on the other side of the Atlantic, 
concurrentiy with the corresponding deficiency in 
Europe, has given America’a sudden extension of 
purchasing power. Meanwhile the very consider- 
able imports of gold there have to some extent in- 
flated prices on that side. The economy of past 
years appears laid aside for the time, and tbe re- 
sult is that, notwithstanding the immense volume 
of grain which~America has poured on Europe, 
the baiance of trade is lees in favor of that country 
than in years past. The surplus of exports over 
imports through New York is diminishing, and the 
course of business there is assuming more of its 
normal character. All this will tend to check the 
export ef bullion, and to render it more probable 
that our indebtedness will de discharged rather by 
the dispatch of goods and bonds wiich Americans 
do want than by sending gold which they do not 
want.” 

The New York World, commenting upon 
this statement, admits that the iaflux of gold 
into this country has already been checked 
by the sudden fall in the price of wheat in 
London and the increase of foreign importa- 
tions into New York. Itis in the face of 
this significant warning that the New York 
gold organs demand a reduction of the legal- 
tender of the country by cutting off $350,- 
000,000 greenbacks and the entire stock of 
silver. This isa species of insanity where 
it is really believed to be a policy calculated 
to mairtain and increase the prosperity of 
the country; it is a species of villainy where 
it is suggested for the benefit of the money- 
lenders and in utter indifference to the gen- 
eral welfare of the country. It would be 
hazardous to reduce the fund of legal-tender 
money by $350,000,000, even if it were rea- 
sonably certain that the void would be filled 
by gold and silver, for gold takes flight at 
the slightest scare and hides itself; but it is 
madness to suggest such a reduction without 
the aid of silver, and with an absolute cer- 
tainty staring the country in the face that 
tne stock of gold will soon begin to go 
abroad by the natural action of inflated 
prices. It is a proposition, apparent on its 
face, to revive hard times for the multitude 
and illicit gains for the few. 


THE TREASURY AND THE ALDRICH BILL. 

Our Washington dispatches state that Con- 
gressman Auprice has been engaged in 
endeavoring to have some of the defects 
which have been discovered in his I. T. Bond 
bill corrected by amendment in Committee. 
We mildly suggest to Mr. Albion that if he 
wishes to satisfy the Treasury Department 
he might as well move to strike out the en- 
acting clause of his bill at once, and have 
done with it. It seems that a Treasury offi- 
cial has given the subject “careful study,” 
and has found the bill to consist of a collec- 
tion of defects. This Treasury official 
proposes to substitute the word ‘invoice ” 
in place of the word manifest,” wherever 
it occurs. This proposed amendment would 
put it in the power of the Secretary of the 
Treasury to require a full examination of 
every article of merchandise destined for an 
interior port, and hence prohibit entirely 
importations at interior porta. This is mod- 
est in the Treasury official. Next, the Treas- 
ury official proposes to amend the bill so 
that the Collector at the port of first 
arrival shall not be required to forward the 
merchandise, and transfer that duty to the 
interior importer or his agent. This is 
equivalent to a proposition to deliver the 
merchandise to the importer upon its arrival 
at the coast port without payment of duties, 
and trust to him to deliver it to the Oollector 
at the interior port for appraisement and 
collection of duties. This is an exhibition 
of delicate humor on the part of the Treas- 
ury Official; he ridicules the bill. Next the 
Treasury official suggests that the security of 
the revenue requires that merchandise des- 
tined foran interior port should be entered 
at the port of first arrival, and hence advises 
that one of the chief features of the bill, 
dispensing with entry, be eliminated from it. 

The Treasury official is also of opinion 
that the bonds of common carriers are in- 
sufficient to properly protect the Govern- 
ment, and hence recommends that the bill 
be amended so as to destroy its remaining 
chief feature, by requiring the importer at 
the interior port to give bonds to the Gov- 
ernment for the safe transport of his mer- 
chandise, in the absolute control of the Gon- 
ernment, from the coast port to the port of 
destination in theinterior. There is another 
touch of bumor in the suggestion of the 
Treasury official that the names of Huron 
and Evansville be inserted in the bill. It is 


a little strange that the Treasury Agent did 


as ports of entry of Leadville, in Colorado, 


and Deadwood, in Dakota. But as a humor- 


revenue would suffer. He showed the ab- 
surdity of these evil prognostications, and 
the event justified his judgment. In the 
last nine years many millions of dollars’ 
worth of merchandise has been transported 
under the I. T. Bond act, and many millions 


has not suffered to the extent of a cent! 

The subject of direct imports to the in- 
terior is not abstruse and difficult of com- 
prehension, There is no reason why every 
Western member of Oongress should not 
understagd it thoroughly. And the mem- 
bers from Ohbicago ought to know all its ins 
and outs in order to enable them, in Com- 
mittee or on the floor, to meet promptly and 
decisively every objection offered to the 
pending bill. There is no other bill pend. 
ing before the present Congress directly af- 
fecting the interests of Chicago. There is 
every reason, therefore, why the Representa- 
tives of this city should make a special 
study of the Arpnzron bill. They should 
resist every proposition to amend but 
one, —that to include Huron and 
Evansville. But to resist successfully 
they must know why they resist, There 
may be no reason why our Congressmen 
should have known anything about the sub- 
ject down to the present time, but there are 
a hundred reasons why in the near future 
they shonid know all about it. If they ac- 
complish absolutely nothing else this winter 
than thetpassage of the Auprrom bill, they 
will be entitled to the gratitude of every one 
of their constituents; for the interest of the 
interior importer is indirectly the interest of 
every citizen of the West. ! 

THE YAZU0O OF INDIANA. 

A mob of Democratic ruffians in Shelby- 
ville, Shelby County, Indiana, the old home 
of HND, and a county that gives 1,000 
Confederate majority, have distinguished 
themselves by arresting two negro laborers 
who had come to that town from North Car- 
olina to obtain agricultural employment, and 
surrounding a train containing other negro 
emigrants seeking to better their condition, 
and preventing them from stopping there by 
a violent display of clubs and brickbats and 
threats of personal violence. A dispatch to 
the Cincinnati Commercial says : 

„When the train bearing the emigrants pulled 
in n was surrounded, and a fight seemed imminent 
in case any negroes got off. However, telegrams 
had been sent announcing the mob, and the darkies 
wisely remained aboard the train. Ausb. fol- 
lowed by Hoop and others, boldly walked through 
the cars, but no demonstration was made. After 
the train passed the mob adjourned to adjoining 
saloons, and some to their homes. Whether any 
of the negroes intended to get off bere is not 
known. Two men, whose families are already 
here, are daily expected, and may have passed 
through. The agents of the Railroad Company ex- 
pected tosee the train stoned, and kept a sharp 
lookout to obtain the names of any one attempting 
violence. There would undoubtedly have been 
blood shea had any of the negroes left the train, as 
the mob was composed of men who were excited 
beyond discretion, anda large number were filled 
with whisky and in a desperate condition.” 

The same dispatch also says: 

**To show that the reports of the excitement in 
this community during the last week have not 
been overdrawn, some of the sentiments expressed 
by the Democracy may be given. It was stated 
that enough negroes would be colonisec in Shelby 
County to carry the county at the next election, 
when a Democratic county official said: ‘If 
there is there will be lots of strange faces in B- II. 
you bet!’ Another leading Democrat. favored the 
shotgun policy, while some even go 80 far as to 
advocate driviag them from the county by force. 
And yet there have been only twenty darkies that 
have settled here, of which thirteen are children, 
five women, and only two voters. It is evident 
that hereafter the emigrants will not seek homes 
in this community after the terrible excitement 
they have caused.” 

The emigrants whose lives were menaced 
are peaceful, industrious, hard-working 
black men, fleeing from the oppression and 
brutalities of their late masters, and going 
to Indiana because there isa demand for 
farm labor there. They want the right to 
work to earn their bread, and enjoy life, 
liberty, and the pursuit of happiness,” and 
to better their condition, this right being 
denied them in the South. The Democratic 
white rufflans who have threatened to mob 
them and who boldly declare that no negroes 
shall come into Shelby County, are mainly 
made up of poor white trash,” which orig- 
inally came into Southern Indiana from the 
South to escape very much the same condi- 
tions that are urging these poor blacks to 
flee, This white trash” is so lazy, igno- 
rant, and degraded that io the South itself 
it earns the contempt even of the negro, 
Though it ran away to escape the..ostracism 
and brutalizing effects of Slavery, it carried 
with it the hatred of the harmless negro, 
not only because the megro was & 
slave, but also because the negro, 
though a slave, stood higher in the 
estimation of the dominant race of slave- 
holders than the white trash.” They hate 
the negro, they hate Northern white men, 
they hate the Republican party, and they 
hate the Union Government. In the agite

If 
they would agree to support the Voonnzzs 
ticket in Indiana he and his party would 
receive them with open arms, and insist 
that their State was not half full of popula- 
tion and needed their labor. It is their pol-

A PROBABILITY THAT WORK WILL BE RESUMED 
TO DAY. 


The discussion of what to-day would bring 
forth was the only means of passing the time 
which the few people in band atthe Stock-Yards 
packing-houses yesterday had to avail them- 
selves of. Opinion was rather divided upon the 
subject, but the majority seemed to believe 
that, with the exception perhaps of Armour & 
Co. and Fowler Bros’. establishment, the houses 
would be all engaged in killing the hogs which 
they purchased on Saturday. At the Chicago

TRIBUNE’S reporter conversed with one of the 
managers, whe told him that the house would 
start in the following morning with a force of 
900 men, an assurance having been given that 
none but Union men w be hired 
at the place in the füture. He also 

ve it as his opinion that the 
hoge which the other packers hed bought were 
not purchased on speculation, but that they 
would be killed today. Atanumber of ojher 
houses it was sta that they would be in 
operation this morning as usual, the claims of 
the Union having been acceded to. The Union 
held a p meeting Guring the afternoon 
at which the fact that some of the Chicago 
houses had other establishments in various 
points outside of the county, which enabled 
them to close their Chicago bouses with jess 
trouble, was considered. Ihe President urged 
upon the meeting that the Union should take 
such action in the matter as would oblige the 
members of the branch Unioos at these points 
to cease work at the establishments controlled 
and owned by Chicago packers until they acceded 
to thedemands of the Chicago Union. The meet- 
ing was strongly in favor of taking imme- 
diate action in the matter, but the President 
urged that it would perhaps be more expedient 
to give Armour & Co., Fowler Brothers, and 
Mr. B. F. Hutchinson adayin which to make 
up their minds upon the subject. It. is probable 
that these firms will be noti to-day that, un- 
leas they agree to the terms proposed by the 
Chicago Union, their establishments at Atchi- 
son, Kan., Kansas City, Mo., and Milwaukee 
will be brought under the ban by the local as- 
sociations, which the butchers claim are fully 
under the control of the Chicago “organization. 
The meeting also considered the question of 
assessing such butchers as are workiog for the 
means of supporting those who are ou strike.

Winter-Navigation of Lake Sapetrior—Lome 
to Be Invited to Detr:ét—River-Shipments 
from Montreal—The Irish Land-Agitation 
Canal Schemes. 

Special Dispatch to The Tribune 

Orrawa, Dec. 21.—Mr. Dawson, M. P., is col- 
lecting evidence relative to the condition of 
Lake Superior in winter. He appears to think 
that the lake is open all winter, exceptmg that 
part near the shores; and that, when the ice is 
not very thick, it could be passed by boats built 
for such service. The idea Mr. Dawson is en- 
deavoring to support by testimony is the prac- 
ticability of:steamboat-communication all the 
year round begween the western terminus of 
the Sault Ste. Marie branch of the Canada 
Pacific Railway and the eastern terminus of the 
Touoder Bay branch. When the prevalence of 
storms during winter was suggested, Mr. Dawson 
replied that the northern shores, which were 
usually fairly free from thick ice, could be 
hugged and the veseels sheltered. Mr. Beatty, 
of the Sarnia Line of steamers, when requested 
to furnish information 2 the possibility 
of winter-navigation, rep! that he did not 
possess accurate information at present, but 
would make a close investigation and report. 

It is understood at Ottawa that the Detroit 
Light Guards will shortly extend to the Gov- 
ervor-General an invitation to visit that city, 
and meet the Governors of six of the States of 
the Union, who have signified their intention of 
being present at a proposed demonstration.
